Crib of Bethlehem Way

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24— (AP) — Pope Pius XII in a 
‘Christmas Eve message Monday pointed to the Crib of Beth- 
lehem as the way of a longed-for peace rather than the threat 
in the “monstrous cruelty” of arms. 

| But disarmament, he declared, 
would be an “instable guarantee 
of lasting peace if it is not accom- 
panied by abolition of the weapons

s| The pontiff delivered his 13th 
Christmas Eve peace plea in re- 
sponse to the yuletide greetings of 
the College of Cardinals. It was ad- 
dressed to the Catholic faithful 
throughout the world and to all 
“those who are one with us in 


faith in God.” 

He made no mention of the 
naming of new cardinals to bring 
the college up to its full strength 
of 70. Some Vatican informants 
had been of the belief he would 
use the occasion to fill the 21 va- 
cancies. 

Pius made no mention of com- 
munism by name and once again 
|}emphasized that the church stands 
neutral politically in a world di- 
vided into two distinct and op- 
posed camps. 


SINCERE JUDGMENT

For many of the residents of the 
area the entire thing worked hard- 
ships. These hardships have been 
financial for some and numerous 
others have run into other diffi- 
culties. 

It has been particularly hard on 
the older citizens. Many of them 
thought they were secure for life. 
They were living off the revenue 
from their land and had little to 
worry about. 

Selling this property has 
changed the picture for them. 
Even though they are receiving 
cash settlements they point out 
that this is not the same security 
offered by a fixed income as pro- 
vided from land and property 
rentals, ' 

Many are not satisfied with the 
money they have been offered for 
their property. Some of the dis- 
satisfied DPS are taking the mat- 
ter into federal court but others 
have found it almost impossible 
to do this. 

Some are not happy with the 
money the government is charging 
them for salvage of their homes. 
Those wishing to buy their homes

We Pay the Price 
Of Sheer Neglect 


The tragedy of the West Frankfort, Ill. 
mine disaster becomes more terrible when we 
realize that the explosion could have been 
avoided. 

United States mine inspectors had repeat- 
édly criticized methods for conf%ol of methane 
gas in the mine, but no steps had been taken 
to remove the hazard. It is reported there is 
a conflict in federal recommendations and 
regulations of the State of Illinois, the Illi- 
nois code not requiring compliance with these 
United States recommendations. 

John R. Foster, mine superintendent, is 
quoted as saying: “In this coal field the fed- 
eral recommendations with regard to re- 
using air are not followed. The state in its 


code does not require compliance along that 


line. It is impossible to comply with it.” 

This leads us to a simple statement of 
fact: If recommendations which can prevent 
a recurrence of such tragedies in the future 
are impossible to follow, then federal or state 
authorities should take iimmediate steps to 
close the affected mines. Operation of death 
traps should be impossible under anybody’s 
laws. 

The Federal Bureau of Mines has no statu- 

tory authority to enforce recommendations 
its inspectors may make. Who, then, does 
have authority to enforce safety measures? 
Management of the mines has such author- 
ity, but if it fails to use this authority, 
where then does the responsibility lie? 
Somebody should assume it, be they state or 
federal.

» In the meantime, more than 100 Ameri- 
can homes are without fathers, sons and 
husbands.

UN Children’s Work Faces Crisis 


WwASHINGTON—Christmas.for most of us is a day chiefly for the children. 
Ours in this country, generally speaking, are enjoying a full day, with gifts aplenty 
and sparkling trees and overmuch with which “to stuff their little gullets” and 


comfortable homes and warm clothes. 


This is not so, as we know, for many 


children in other parts of the world, for whom this is likely to be another in a 


bleak procession of days. 


But something has been done through the United 


Nations to try to make all days brighter for unfortunate children elsewhere, not only to repair the 
ravages of war that left so many children helpless and homeless, but to rebuild broken and starved 
bodies with medical care and to take necessary measures to preserve their health, so that those who 


have been spared may grow into sturdy and self- 
reliant men and women. 

While we are enjoying our Christmas season 
here, this work among children is béing carried 
on by devoted and tireless men and women un- 
der the auspices of the United Nations Interna- 
tional Children’s Emérgency Fund in many parts 
of the world. UNICEF, as it is called, has a 
long name and even lots of initials when you 
shorten it, but it has done a big job and can keep 
on doing it, if the United States will continue 
its help. 


UNICEF had much of its inspiration 
originally from the United States and our 
government already has contributed $75,- 
000,000 since 1946 to it on a matching basis 
of $72 for $28 contributed by all other na- 
tions, which provided $29,166,166.87. We 
have, indeed, been generous—but we are 
capable of that. 


Our participation, however, has been sus- 
pended for some time now due to a controversy 
about how the work should be continued. In a 
fact, the United States has contributed nothing 
since June, 1950, though 52 other nations have 
continued to do as much as they could to 
‘carry on. 

Now, however, a crisis is threatened. UNICEF 
finds itself severely handicapped for its 1952 
program, if it can, in fact, go on at all on a basis 
that will mean much. Its plight was described 
a few weeks ago before the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee by Maurice Pate, UNICEF ex- 
ecutive director, who said: 

“The fund cannot continue without a United 
States contribution. Its effective work would be 
too small to justify its overhead. Secondly, many 
of the supplie: that are needed cannot be bought 
without dollars.” 

The United States official attitude is due to 


failure of the UN to accept a formula proposed 
by our delegation in December, 1950, to put the 
children’s program on a long-term, co-ordinated 
basis. Instead, the UN voted to continue 
UNICEF on its present basis but with emphasis 
on long-term rather than emergency assistance 
until 1953, when it again would consider 
UNICEF’s future, “with the object of continuing 
the fund on a permanent basis.” In that vote, 
the United States also abstained. 

However, the administration continued its in- 
terest in the program and recommended further 
appropriations. Twice in 1950 the Senate voted 
to appropriate $12,500,000, but the House re- 
jected it. In May, this year, Congress did vote 
$5,750,000 on condition that the U. S. contribu- 
tion should not exceed a third of total funds 
contributed by all countries. But this was never 
paid out because of a dispute as to whether the 
50 per cent matching funds, which nations re- 
ceiving aid contribute for the work in their own 
countries, should be counted toward contribu- 
tions, or whether only their contributions to out- 
side nations should be counted in estimating the 
two-thirds that other countries besides the United 
Sates should provide. In August, this year, 
President Truman urged an additional $12,000,- 
000 appropriation. The Senate approved it 
unanimously, but the House did not act. 

This, then, puts the responsibility for con- 
tinuing the children’s program squarely up to 
the House when Congress reconvenes in January. 

It is a worthy project. It has for us here in 
the United States long-range implications as to 
War or peace in the world, and in a very prac- 
tical way beyond its humanitarian aspects that 
win good will for us. If the coming generation 
can be lifted from the despair and despondency 
that provokes discontented people to follow local 
dictators to war, then much will be gained for 
achieving peace.

These United States Come of Age 


WASHINGTON—Somehow, for grown men and women, the Christmas season 
is always a time for nostalgia and happy recollection. The cold, clear, early morn- 
ing, with the farm still sleeping all about—the sharp sound of the sleigh bell that 
was used to rouse the family—the vast, the almost orgiastic breakfast—the incred- 
ible delight of one’s own chairload of presents—the even vaster, the really shock- 
ing family luncheon, the somnolence, the indigestion—all these things come back 

again. gilded with a supernal glory. Yet how few of these grown men and women who cherish the 
ghost of Christmas past, really enjoy the present Christmas, with its expense, its bother, its tinsel that 
looks like tinsel to the adult eye, its dreadful blend of horrible eggnog and dubious jollity. What 
makes the present Christmas bearable, in truth, is just the ghost of Christmas past. , 


In this queer double vision of Christmas 
present and Christmas past, there is a text of 
sorts for a sermon for Americans which will 
now, in view of the season, be ruthlessly 
preached. For we as a nation are suffering from 
an almost continuous nostalgia. Yet surely the 
national recollection of the national past is 
every bit as misleading as one’s own recollec- 
tion of Christmas past always at Christmas 
time, turns out to be. 


Essentially, what we all hanker for is the sim- 
plicity, the ease, the absence of burdensome re- 
sponsibility which once marked American life, 
at least for the more fortunate. It was not so 
very long ago, after all, that the Supreme Court 
sternly rejected the mere shadow of an income 
tax as an outrage against the Constitution. It 
Was even nearer Our Own time, when the “little 
band of willful men” carried America back into 
national isolation, and were widely admired as 
statesmen for their deed. 


And it was only the other day, almost, when 
cozy little national issues—farm bills, power 
bills, securities and exchange acts, and the like— 
were the chief preoccupation of Americans who 
took their citizenship very seriously. How pleas- 
ant it would be today, one thinks, if one could 
only forget about the rest. of this ghastly world, 
and work up a fine passion of indignation about 
the socialist tendencies of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission! Yet men wise in their time 
were doing precisely this, and as recently as 
1938. 


Now, instead of a dishonest broker who de- 
frauds his clients of a few hundred thousand 
dollars, we must worry about a Prime Minister 
Mossadegh, an aged, irrational and sly fanatic, 
halfway around the world, who none the less 
threatens to bring down the Middle East in 
ruins, and thus expose the soft flanks of the 
free world. 

Or instead of the evil ways of utilities hold- 


ing companies, or the desirability of a higher 
tariff on knit goods, we must now ponder the ap- 
parently insoluble economic problems of France, 


the British Commonwealth and half the other 
nations of the West. 


Or instéad of the great issue, whether to give 
the Navy $300,000,000 or $400,000,000 of annual 
appropriations, we must now debate defense out- 
lays of 50 versus 60 billions, and hope that our 
leaders have decided wisely in the matter of the 
weapons that may destroy the world. 


It is a miserably uncomfortable transforma- 
tion as, indeed, is the transformation from child- 
hood to adulthood. Yet precisely that is this trans- 
formation’s real nature. America has come of 
age. America has taken her place among the 
great nations of the world. And since America is 
young and strong, those others who still share the 
American beliefs look to America fot help and 
leadership. 
about us, and realize with especial vividness 
when the time of the tax forms follows hard on 
the heels of the time of the Christmas bills. 


The real question is whether we as a nation 
would genuinely like to go back to that easy time 
before we came of age, any more than we as in- 
dividuals would genuinely like to go back to 
being children, no matter how lovely the tinsel 
may seem to childish eyes. The answer, surely, is 
that no American worthy of the name would 
make this choice with open eyes, casting aside 
greatness, casting aside responsibiilty, casting 
aside the American destiny, in order to be un- 
troubled, less taxed and easy-minded. 


There is, perhaps, another point that should 
close this perhaps unwelcome homily. Whether 
we would or would not go back to the past, we 
cannot. If we indulge our nostalgia too far, if 
we try to alter the unalterable outrages that his- 
tory has worked upon us, we shall invite dis- 
aster. And by so doing, we shall jeopardize the 
Christmases of the future,.whose spirit is now 
guarded by the greatness and the adulthood of 
these United States,

A Strange Reaction to Corruption 


WASHINGTON—The inside story can now be told of how an honest Chinese 
general, P. T. Mow, fought but failed to clean up corruption inside Chiang Kaie 
shek’s government, and how he has now been rebuffed for his pains by U. S. Judge 
James Kirkland. General Mow laid documentary evidence before Madame Chiang 
that made her literally sick at the stomach. Later she tried to get her husband ‘he 

en generalissimo, to listen to the evidence, but he walked out, refusing to lis\en: 
Finally, Madame Chiang tricked him into taking an automobile ride with her and unfolded the whole 


story while she had him cornered in the back Seat. 
C. J. Chou, who was caught transferring $456,926.02 of government funds into a fic~ 


top general, 
titious, private ‘bank account. He also tried to 
buy aviation gas and airplane parts through 
middlemen, whose only: interest was skimming 
off fat fees. Needless to say, these misused funds 
came indirectly from the American taxpayers 
who have been putting up the dough to keep 
Chiang’s government operating. 


Though the generalissimo promised > his 
wife to clean house, he ended up firing not 
the embezzler, General Chou, but the man 
who exposed him, General Mow. However, 
Mow refused to vacate his post in Washing- 
ton and carried his fight to the American” 
courts. 


Meanwhile, Mow has dictated his story in his 
own words in case it may be needed in the legal 
proceedings. Though his statement hasn’t been 
published, this column has obtained a copy. 

In simple, straightforward language, Mow 
tells how he made a special trip to Formosa in 
October, 1950, with documentary proof that Gen- 
eral Chou had been embezzling government funds 
and fleecing the American taxpayers. He finally 
got an audience with Madame Chiang on No- 
vember 2, and showed her the documents over 
the supper table. 

“She was so sick to learn about all those things 
that she even had an upset stomach,” Mow re- 
ports. “Then I proposed to stop talking about 
them, but she was very anxious to know the 
whole picture, so she insisted that I finish the 
whole case. In conclusion, she told me that dur- 
ing Chungking time, the generalissimo was go- 
ing to prosecute General Chou. She didn’t tell

me the cause, but she indicated that she had 
rendered a hand to General Chou and finally 
the case was not enforced. After she learned 
what I told her with documentary proof, she 
regretted what she had done before for Gene 
eral Chou.” 

Chiang not only seemed impressed with Mow’s 
story, but asked him to leave all the condemn- 
ing documents for thorough study. 

Meanwhile, two American friends of Nation- 
alist China, Sen. Bill Knowland of California 
and Congressman Walter Judd of Minnesota; 
also appealed to Chidng to stop General Chou’s 
shady deals. As a result of this American prese 
sure, the deals were stopped. However, instead 
of showing gratitude to Mow for saving: money 
and exposing corruption, Chiang was sore be- 
cause his government had “lost face” with hig 
American friends. . 

As a result, Chiang fired a stinging, confi- 
dential order to Chinese Ambassador Wellington 
Koo. Dated May 23, 1951, the order, signed by 
Chiang, declared: “From now on, if any offiical 
of the government stationed in a foreign country 
should attack the high officials in the government 
irresponsibly, without first knowing all the actual 
facts, and thereby undermine the prestige of the 
government, he will be severely punished under 
the law so that the honor of the nation may be 
preserved.” 

Mow’s facts were well documented, but he was 
fired anyhow—while the corrupt General Chod 
is still in charge of spending American aid money 
—and while Judge Kirkland rebuffs Mow.

was secretly paying for an alien attack on Tru- 
man’s noble medical plan. 

I had been told that most British doctors were 
afraid to speak out against the racket lest they 
be unfrocked, as it were, by the medical asso- 
ciation for “advertising.” Oh, no, Lord Horder 
said. Oh, no. He had been preaching “the re- 
sistance movement,” as he calls it, from the beé- 
ginning. He said the so-called labor govern- 
ment, now generally called the Socialist govern- 
ment, had embarked on its scheme without con- 
sulting any body of doctors. 

Meanwhile, British doctors can’t control their 
problems. Hospital space is “in short supply” 
largely because doctors simply send patients to 
hospitals to get them off their hands. Their fees 
are just the same one way as another. And the 
pharmacopoeia has been revised by a political 
bureau so that some préparations are recognized 
as good medicine and are paid for out of public 
money while others are denied recognition. If 
the doctor wants to prescribe an unrecogniz 
patent medicine, the patient must pay full retai 
price. 

The result, as Lord Horder said, is that the 
doctor is no longer an educated expert but a 
civil servant who must treat his patient along 
lines prescribed by bureaucrats. us, the faker 
who makes a miraculous soap, guaranteed to 
cure cancer, which was widely advertised in the 
low English dailies just before the war, may 
make a deal with a medical bureaucrat for “rec. 
ognition” of his fake.

tered in Korea were carried out in 
October with servicemen return- 
ing to the United States &board the 
USNS Sergeant Antolak and 
USNS Marine Phoenix. 


Medical officers said the drug 
is neither a preventive nor a su- 
pressive agent. It is used as a 
therapeutic agent against the dis- 
ease when the parasites which 
cause malaria have lodged in the 
liver or other body organs. 

It is administered in conjunc- 
tion with chloroquine, the princi- 
pal suppressant in use today, the 
report added.

First of all, Tortillas are a 
flat corn meal pancake. When 
the Mexican housewife makes 
tortillas, she shapes the “masa” 
or corn meal dough into small 
balls. Then dampening the 
palms of her hands, she pats 
‘each ball of meal into very 
thin, flat cakes with a deft touch 
born of long practice. For we 
novices, an easier method is to 
troll the cakes flat between 


sheets of waxed paper.

Turkey Sandwiches 
Turkey sandwiches make de- 
licious fare to serve for Christ- 
mas supper or at luncheon the 
following day. Here are two 
sandwich suggestions—one hot 
and one cold—that are tasty and 
easily prepared. For the cold 
sandwich, place a slice of Swiss 
cheese, turkey, sliced hard- 
cooked eggs, and crisp bacon on 
a slice of rye bread. Cover all 
with Thousand Island dressing. 
To make the hot sandwich, com- 
bine equal parts of ch 
cooked turkey and diced celery. 
Add picallilli, salt and pepper 
to taste, and mayonnaise to 
moisten. Cut sandwich buns in 
half and spread with butter or 
margarine. Spread turkey fill- 
ing on the bottom half of each 
bun and sprinkle with grated 
peotens cheese.

This is the best day in the world to talk about kitchens. Chances 
are most women have spent a lot of time in them today and realize 
more than ever all the disadvantages. And most homemakers will 
agree with survey studies that the kitchen is the most dangerous 
roam in the house .. . about orie-fifth of all accidents in the home 


happen here. 


NOT EVERYONE CAN just scrap a kitchen and start over, most 
of us have to do the best we can with what we have. 


Ideas which can be put to use 
in all kinds of kitchens to make 
them safer and better places to 
work are always being tested in 
one of this country’s most thor- 
ough research institutions. The 
Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics in Beltsville, 
Maryland is staffed by some of 
our finest home economists. 
Recently this bureau planned 


and built a kitchen which in- 


corporated all the excellent 
kitchen planning advice ideas 
they had been researching. They 
worked to eliminate extra steps, 
stops, waste motions, and pos- 
sible hazards. They incorporat- 
ed correct lighting, systematic 
arrangement of equipment and 
the various types of equipment. 
Here is a summary of all their

LONDON, Dec. 24—(INS)— 


| The dark shadow of an ailing 
| king hung over Britain’s na- 
| tional life in 1951 and compe- 
tent, self-assured Princess 


Elizabeth took over from her 
father in all but name to carry 
the royal standard into 1952. 

Never robust, King George 
VI had become gravely ill in 
1948 and a delicate operation 
in his right leg had to be per- 
formed in March 1949. 
CONDITION WORSE 

The duty-minded monarch 
returned to public life but his 
weak constitution made him the 
frequent prey of illness and his 
life remained in_ constant 
danger. 

On May 21 Buckingham 
Palace announced that the 
king had a “mild attack” of 
influenza. On June 1 an-

other bulletin said there was 
now “a small area of ca- 
tarrhal inflammation of the 
lung but the constitutional 
disturbance is slight.”

Twice during his Scottish 
vacation chest specialists and 
radiologists flew to Balmoral. 
Then on September 8 the king, 
looking more frail and haggard 
than ever before, came to Lon- 
don for chest X-rays. He re- 
turned to Scotland but within 
three days was back in London 
to undergo “further treatment” 
for his lung ailment. 

Buckingham Palace was then 
readied for an operation and on 
Sept. 23 noted surgeon C. Price 
Thomas performed a. serious 
two-hour operation for ‘lung 
resection.” Parts of the lung 
were removed and a _ worried 
nation, soon to divide in a bit- 
ter general election, unitedly 
prayed for the king’s recovery.

LOS ANGELES, Calif., Dec. 24—Nothing in this life is 

eternal. The Los Angeles Rams finally beat Paul Brown 

and his famous Cleveland Browns for the pro football 

championship of the world Sunday in one of the great games 
of gridiron history. 

Paul Brown and his Browns had already won six league 


champiohships and five 
credible record. 2. 


But Joe Stydahar’s rampant and 
rampeging Rams beat the Browns, 
24-17, in a contest none of the 59,475 
spectators will ever forget. 


Here you had a battle between Otto 
Graham on one side facing Bob Water- 
field and Norman Van Brocklin on the 
other. But when the worn and weary

field were staggering at the finish, the 
keen, fresh Van Brocklin entered the 
scene and broke up the show. 

With the score tied at 17-17, Van 
= Brocklin threw a great pass that started 
= new action. A moment later he whipped 

another 38-yard rifle pass to Tom Fears, 
“8 who ran 35 yards for a touchdown. Here 
was a matter of 73 yards that Van 


Brocklin and Fears picked up at the critical moment of the game.. 


The big answer to this contest happens to be this: the Rams 


field who had been brilliant into the stretch. But the Browns had 
no one to replace the valiant and able Graham when he began 
dying on the vine. 


Oddly enough, it was one of Graham’s greatest runs that 
sapped his stamina.

So he turned suddenly and ran 35 yards to 
the Rams’ 15-yard line. This play led to the Browns’ final score 
and knotted the game at 17-17, but it also sapped most of Graham’s 
waning vitality. After that he threw two wild passes over his 
receivers that were intercepted. He also threw three others that 
were far short of their objectives. 


Help for Waterfield 


Pau] Brown had given Graham more than any one man could 
handle but big Joe Stydahar had an able assistant for Bob Water- 
field, who, like Graham, began to show weariness in the fourth 
period. 

This was a game of terrific impact. I have never seen such 


defensive line play as the Browns had. On one occasion in the fourth | 


period, the Rams planted the ball on the Brown’s 2-foot line, first 
down. The Rams then finished on the 16-yard line. 


On another occasion the Rams rushed the ball te the 
Browns’ l-yarée stripe. They were forced to kick a field goal 
from the 18. 


This shows you the type of ball that was played. The Rams 
got the jump on Waterfield’s passing and Dan Towler’s running. 
The Browns then forged ahead on Graham’s passing. 

The Browns had almost no running attack. Graham contribeted 
to almost half their ground work. He was great, even in defeat a 
marvelous football player. But he had no one to help him out when 
he needed a few minutes’ rest. Waterfield had Van Brocklin, one 
of the star passers of the year. 

So jumbo Joe Stydahar and his Los Angeles Rams are finally 
the pro football champions of the world. They fought and played 
like champions and they deserved to win simply because they had 
more reserve strength in the passing game. 


For the Rams, Waterfield, Van Brocklin, Towler and Fears 
were among the leading stars. 


For the Browns the story was Otto Graham, who led his team 
on the ground and through the air. But the Rams collared Dub 
Jones and the Browns had little left as the game ended. Ends Speedie 
and Lavelli of the Browns were both good. 

It was a magnificent football game and the Rams finally ended 
the long reign of Paul Brown, who can afford to lose one for the 
big prize. He has:more than won his share. }

He is chairman of the House 
committee investigating un-Amer- 
ican activities.

In 1939, Camp first went to 
Congress, after serv ing as a state 
legislator and ‘assistant ‘ United 
States Attorney. He is a member 
of the influential House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Four Congressmen began their 
careers in 1947. They are Preston, 
who defeated Rep.

Are “men of good will” rare? | 


Answer: They are rarer than 
they might be if more members 
of the human race had a chance 
ito grow up emotionally.

Doctor or Mystic? 


Correspondent of uncertain 
gender (letter signed just I. M. 
Roe) tells today’s cock-and-bull 


story: 

I have been told by the doctor 
during the annual check-up in 
the plant where I work that, 
based on a study of the skin 
texture of my hands and the fal- 
len muscles between thumb arid 
first finger that | am subject te 
cirrhosis of the liver in the next 
ten years. 

I am now 48 and must stop 
all smoking and drinking. Is 
this true? My drinking aver= 
ages 6 or 7 glasses of beer and 
about 4 oz. of good whisky a 
day. Other doctors would not 
verify this and were noncome 
mittal. Please give me your 
opinion? 

I can remember the time when 
I would have inferred from the 
correspondent’s drinking habit 
that he must be of the masculine 
persuasion, but since the insifle 
ious cocktail has seeped into 
American school, home and so. 
cial life that criterion fails. 

Whether the drinking the cor- 
respondent describes is likely te 
cause cirrhosis (hardening) of 
the liver, I don’t know. It was 
the consensus of physicians 
when Tony was a pup that, as 
Osler unequivocally stated, “Al- 
cohol is the chief cause of cire 
rhosis of the liver.” Osler ob- 
served that the form of cirrhosis 
in which the liver is enlarged 
and fatty “occurs most frequent- 
ly in beer drinkers.” Atrophie 
cirrhosis, the form in which the 
liver is shriveled te less than 
half its normal size and weight 
has long been called hobna 
liver or gin-drinker’s liver. — 

In the past 15 or 20 years, 
however, medical scientists have 
cast considerable doubt on the 
belief that alcohol is the chief 
cause of hardening of the liver, 
They seem to base their doubt 
largely on the failure of experi- 
mental animals to develop cir- 
rhosis of the liver when alcohol 
in sufficient quantity is added 
to their feed for a period of 
months. 

All I know is what I het 
I’m caught in between, like a 
wrestler in the wrong corner 
in a tag match. But I still scout 
the practice of applying conch 
sions from animal experimen- 
tation to human life. And so I 
lay back my long ears and sid¢ 
with, or rather follow, Dr. Osler 
in regard to the cause of cir- 
rhosis of the liver. : 

If the plant doctor seriously¥ 
told the correspondent that the 
skin texture and the weak or 
wasted muscles between thumb 
and finger indicate that the cor- 
respondent is going to have cire-. 
rhosis of the liver within the 
next 10 years, the doctor must 
be a wizard or a mystie. But 
if the doctor was just trying to 
throw a scare into the beer and 
whisky hog, perhaps he is a 
good doctor trying to save thé 
hog from his or her own se#. 
No one who consumes six 


.glasses of beer and a quarter 


pint of whisky daily can hope 
to keep well or live long.
